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Navy again building strength 


off coast of Vietnam

The U.S. Navy today announced 
another major buildup of naval 
strength off the coast of Vietnam, 
including the aircraft carrier USS 
Saratoga, but no new attacks were 
reported against Haiphong, and the 
Russians said ships already there 
were unloading cargo normally.

said 
the 
Saratoga arrived in the Tonkin Gulf 
today from the Philippines to give 
the U.S. Navy an attack force of six 
carriers—the first time of the war 
so many have been available. 
The navy also reported the arrival 
of three more destroyers and a 
guided missile frigate. 
In 
the 
ground 
war 
in 
South 
V ietnam , 
governm ent 
forces 
protected by U.S. airpower but using 
their own helicopters retook Fire 
Base Bastogne, 12 miles southwest 
of Hue and one of its principal outer 
defenses, and pushed further west to 
try to keep the city free from 
attacks by long-range Communist 
artillery. 
Field dispatches said Bastogne, 
which fell in heavy fighting on April 
28, was taken today without a fight. 
But the reports said the North 
Vietnamese were hard at work three 
miles south of Bastogne building a 
road leading in from the A Shau 
Valley which funnels supplies from 
Laos into the Hue-Da Nang area. 
Field dispatches also reported 
that Communist probing attacks on 
An Loc, 60 miles north of Saigon, 
were beaten back despite 2,000 more 
rounds of ammunition fired at the 
ruined town, and that a government 
relief 
force 
was 
making 
some 
progress up Highway 13 from the 
south. 
In the Kontum area 280 miles 
north of Saigon government forces 
also beat hack Communist probing 
attacks there and B52s carried out 
saturatio n 
bombing 
attack s, 
dropping more than 1,000 tons of 
bombs on suspected Communist 
positions 
above 
Kontum. 
Their 
record of 1,500 tons of bombs was set 
earlier at An Loc 
The situation in Cambodia was 
becoming more critical, but U.S. 
planes were so busy in Vietnam none 
could be spared to help the hard- 
pressed Cambodians for the first

N. Vietnam rivers, 
canals also mined 


WASHINGTON (IJ1M) -U.S. warplanes have mined rivers and canals 
within North Vietnam as well as the entrances to seven North Vietnamese 
ports, it was disclosed today 
A Defense Department spokesman. Jerry W Friedheim, said the mining 
of inland waterways was part of an overall effort to knock out all means of 
transportation within North Vietnam, including highways, rail lines and 
railroad switching yards. 
Friedheim made the disclosure when asked at a Pentagon news 
conference whether any North Vietnamese inland waterways had been 
mined as part of the attempt to stop the flow of war supplies to North 
Vietnamese troops in South Vietnam 
"Policy does allow for that, and some of that has been carried out, 
he 
replied "This was in areas where movement of supplies by river has been 
taking place ” 
Friedheim said the United States intended to do whatever was necessary 
to keep the North Vietnamese from replacing the key railroad and highway 
bridges knoektsl out in the past few days by U S pilots 
“ We are not going to allow them to rebuild those bridges,” Friedheim 
said "If they put pontoon bridges across, we will try to take those out 
Friedheim also revised to 30 the number of foreign ships trapped behind 
mine fields in North Vietnamese ports This was a decrease of two ships, 
after further evaluat ion of intelligence reports

Okinawa officially 
returned to Japan 


TOKYO

States returned Okinawa and the 72 
other Ryukyu islands to Japan today 
in a formal ceremony attended by 
Vice President Spiro T 
Agnew. 
Japanese officials said President 
Nixon telephoned Premier Eisaku 
Sato on their hot line to congratulate 
him. 
Violent demonstrations had been 
feared from Japanese protesting the 
fact 
the 
United 
States 
would 
continue to maintain bases on the 
small western Pacific island, 1,000 
miles south of Tokyo, but the threat 
diminished when heavy ram fell on 
the city. 
Scores 
of 
riot 
police 
tonight 
cordoned 
off 
the 
U.S. 
embassy 
where Agnew hosted a dinner for 
Prime 
Minister Sato and other 
Japanese and American officials. 
The dinner followed a reception 
given by Sato for the American vice 
president. 
Agnew plans to fly to Bangkok 
Tuesday, and there has been some 
speculation he might visit Vietnam. 
President 
Nixon 
congratulated 
Sato 
and 
the 
Japanese 
people 
through a newly installed hotline 
—one of five connecting Washington 
with other nations. 
"1 extend to you and to all the

BALTIMORE (UPI) - Alabama Gov 
George Wallace, predicting a “ sizable” 
victory, 
and 
Sen 
Hubert 
Humphrey, 
saying he would “ do well,” stumped 
Maryland today on the eve of the state’s 
presidential preference prim ary. 
Wallace, who received 42 per cent of the 
vote in the state’s 
1964 prim ary, he 
scheduled at least four campaign stops, 
concentrating on suburban areas near 
Washington and on Annapolis, the state 
capital. 
Humphrey 
scheduled 
two 
stops 
in 
western Maryland but planned to spend 
most of the day in m etropolitan Baltim ore, 
seeking black and urban support. 


There are 53 delegate votes at stake in 
the Tuesday prim ary. The top vote-getter 
in each of eight congressional districts will 
receive that d istrict’s six delegates votes 
Five at-large delegate votes will go to the 
candidate who receives the most votes in 
the state. 


Under state law, the delegates are 
com m itted to vote for their candidate on 
the first two ballots at the D em ocratic 
National Convention in Miami Beach in 
July. 


Nine 
other 
D em ocrats 
are 
on 
the 
presidential ballot, but only Sen. George 
McGovern of South Dakota and Rep. 


Shirley Chisholm of New York were given 
a chance of winning delegates 
McGovern drew the largest audience of 
any candidate when he took his campaign 
against 
the war and for tax reform 
Saturday to a youthful crowd of 7,000 in 
Columbia, midway between Washington 
and Baltim ore. 


“ My position on Vietnam is not a 
blueprint for isolationism. I would do what 
is necessary to see that the free state of 
Israel survives,” McGovern told critics 
who charged his stand on Israel had 
weakened. 


Mrs. Chisholm was expected to get 


B altim ore’s 7th 
strong voter support in 
Congressional D istrict 
Both Humphrey and Wallace spent the 
weekend in Michigan, which also has its 
prim ary Tuesday. 


W allace’s voter appeal lay in his stand 
against busing and for the working man. 
Appearances at earlier rallies in Frederick 
and Hagerstown in the western Maryland 
mountains and in Landover, a Washington 
suburb, drew protests by blacks and young 
people who tossed m issiles. 


H um phrey 
was 
w ell-received 
by 
organized labor and the blacks, but he did 
not receive total support from either group.

Mays, starting at first base, also scored the Mets first 
run by drawing a leadoff walk in the opening inning. I wo 
more walks followed before Rusty Staub tagged Sam 
McDowell for a grand slam homer. 
The Giants rallied for four runs of their own in the top 
of the fiftn to set the stage for Mays' dramatic homer, 
the 647th of his career. It was also his 1,860th career RBI.

League list behind Stan Musial and Henry Aaron.

a tale of two holdouts

NEW 
YOHK 
(NKA) 
Burpee’s seed catalogue was 
a hot seller in the spring of 
1913 and you could buy a 
Jackson touring automobile 
(“ no hill too steep, no sand 
too deep” ), complete with 
nickel trimming and, get 
this!, a s e lf- sta rte r, for 
$1,500 
Woodrow Wilson had just 
moved bag and baggage into 
the White House and the Pro­ 
hibition Party was bubbling 
with enthusiasm 
It was nearly 60 years ago, 
a whole different era 
Or 
was it? 
The big baseball news was 
that Ty Cobb was a holdout. 
The circumstances engulf 
ing his salary battle with 
Detroit Tiger owner Frank 
Navin had an uncommon 
likeness to the spring’s dis­ 
pute between Vida Blue and 
Oakland A’s owner Charlie 
O. Finley. 
Because of his great sea 
son in 1912, when he com­ 
piled a .410 batting average, 
Cobb plumped for a hardy 
raise, from $9,000 a year to 
$15,000. Blue, after a sensa­ 
tional pitching season in 1971, 
wanted a chunky salary hike 
He had been making $25 less 
than Cobb’s dream salary, 
and wanted $92,500 
Finley balked. “ Blue will 
play for what I want to pay 


him or he won't play pro 
lessional baseball, 
said 
Finley. 
Navin balked 
“ You will 
play for Detroit or you won’t 
play for anybody and you 
will take what 1 offer,” said 
Navin, as quoted in Harold 
Seymour’s history, 
‘‘Base­ 
ball: The Golden Age.” 
Cobb had no place else to 
play, what with the restric­ 
tive reserve clause binding 
him 
for 
eternity 
to 
the 
Tigers. 
Same with Blue. But Blue 
thought he’d use the Jap­ 
anese baseball league as lev­ 
erage, until he discovered 
that there was in fact an 
international 
cartel. 
And 
Japan 
had 
an 
unwritten 
agreement with organized 
baseball in the United States 
not to raid or entice Ameri­ 
can players to the land of 
cherry blossoms. 
Sen. Hoke Smith of Geor­ 
gia, 
Cobb’s 
home 
state, 
asked Cobb for a copy of his 
contract, and said he would 
look into anti trust possibili­ 
ties. 
Blue didn’t have to go that 
far. Curt Flood had pre­ 
ceded him in that area. 
Cobb was suspended by 
Navin for a month 
Finley placed Blue on the 
“ restricted 
list,” 
which 
meant that Blue could not 
play for the A’s for a month, 
roughly equivalent to a sus­ 
pension. 


Navin claimed that Cobb’s 
salary 
dem ands 
would 
“ bankrupt 
me.” 
However, 
he had added two thousand 
seats in tin- past year, to 
create a seating capacity of 
13, 000 in 
Navin 
Stadium 
And he was planning to con 
struct another 10,000 seats 
Business couldn’t have been 
all that bad. 
Finley 
was 
cashing 
in 
mightily on Blue, who had 
become one of baseball’s 
best 
drawing 
cards. 
Ten 
thousand more people came 
out to see Oakland play with 
Blue pitching than when he 
wasn’t on the mound. 
Navin also said that “ dis­ 
cipline, not only money, was 
an important factor ” 
He 
conceded 
that 
Cobb 
was 
probably the best player in 
the world then, but Cobb had 
tried to defy him in the past 
too, and did unseemly things 
like quitting for a week when 
he didn’t like a room on the 
road 
Finley also said that ho 
would not be defied by Blue, 
although he admitted that 
Blue was probably the best 
pitcher in the game. Both 
parties refused to budge for 
some time. Vida Blue said 
“ prestige, not money,” was 
a major issue Finley, it was 
understood, took discipline, 
not money, as a m ajor issue. 
Prestige was a factor for 
Cobb, too “ Navin does not

Cobb 
Fans clamored for Cobb 
“ The fans are complaining 
left and light,” he said 
Fans wanted Blue so bad­ 
ly that some rich ones, rep­ 
resenting about 40 Oakland 
area companies, offered to 
make up the pay difference 
for Blue 
Both came close to signing 
before they actually signed 
Blue, pen in hand, walked 
out on Finley when he felt 
the owner would make him 
look bad in public with a

Cobb was about to sign 
with Navin when he saw that 
the Tiger owner had lowered 
a pre-arranged ligure on the 
contract. 
After a month into the sea­ 
son, 
both Cobb and Blue 
compromised. Cobb got $11,- 
332.55 Blue signed for $63.- 
000 
Before this, Blue threat­ 
ened to leave baseball, and 
took an executive job for 
three weeks with a bath­ 
room fixtures firm. Cobb, 
according to history, made 


no such threats. (However, 
teammate 
Sam 
Crawford 
also an early holdout that 
spring, 
threatened 
to 
be­ 
come a slot-machine sales­ 
man.) 
The Tigers, sixth in 1912. 
finished sixth again in 1 H3. 
Cobb 
led 
the 
American 
League in hitting again but 
dropped to a dismal .390.

Superior Judge John A Westwick has issued an order 
directing veteran Santa Barbara Marshal Patrick J 
O’Brien to show cause June 15 why he should not be held in 
contempt of court. 
The 69-year-old marshal, who is barred by court order 
from seeking a third six-year term in the June 6 Primary 
Election, is also asked to show cause that date why he 
should not reinstate a woman employe he has dismissed. 
The show cause orders stemmed from a pleading by the 
County Employees’ Assn that O'Brien is continuing to tire 
members of the employes' group who are employed in the 
marshal’s office in Santa Barbara. 
The complaint alleges that O’Brien has ignored an 
injunction issued by the late Superior Court Judge W P 
Butcher in 1968 ordering the marshal to desist from 
intimidating or discharging his employes because of their 
affiliation with the em ployees’ organization which is 
recognized by the county 
Association attorney E. Jerald Haws said reinstatement 
is sought for Mrs. Lieghty B McKenzie, clerk typist in 
O’Brien’s office, 
who was dismissed 
April 
18 
The 


complaint says she was given termination notice after she 
declined the month previously to sign the marshal’s 
nomination papers for reelection. 
Mrs. McKenzie, an employe in the office for four years, 
had seniority over others, but was dismissed for lack of 
work in the office, it was stated 
Haws said he has depositions which show that O’Brien’s 
staff was ordered to line upon Feb 
14 to sign the 
nomination papers, in violation of their rights. He declared 
he plans to subpoena the personnel of the marshal’s office 
to testify June 15. 
Recently, Marshal O’Brien terminated his chief deputy, 
Robert Lopez Lopez, who will also testify against him, is 
now running for election as marshall.

Nightclub fire kills 
116 in Japan 


OSAKA, Japan (UPI)- It was getting on toward midnight 
and the scene in the Playtown Cabaret was about the same 
as an American nightclub, on a Saturday night—the 
cigarette smoke was thick and liquor was flowing. 
Almost 200 persons jammed into the club on the top floor 
of the seven-story Sennichi Department Store building Mi­ 
nutes later 116 of them were dead 
Police believe that four floors below the nightclub, an 
electrician dropped a cigarette butt that ignited racks of 
fiber clothes. 
The smoke billowed upward through the building, causing 
panic in the cabaret 
Scores of persons tried to jump to safety but crashed to 
their death on the sidewalk 65 feet below. Others tried to 
use the emergency stairs. Rut one exit was covered by a 
curtain, and a corridor leading to the stairway was blocked 
by a sofa Victims inside the club either suffocated or were 
trampled to death by those trying to flee 
Firemen later found 116 bodies, and 38 others were 
injured 
It was the worst single fire in Japan since 99 
persons died in a blaze at a Roman C atholic monastery in 
Yokohama on Feb 17, 1955. 
Osaka is about 350 miles southwest of Tokyo. The 
department store is in the heart of the city's entertainment 
district 
and 
firefighting 
efforts 
were 
hampered 
by 
thousands of onlookers who crowded the streets. 
Police said 49 men and 67 women died in the fire.

Remake Supreme Court? 


WASHINGTON - While it figures 
little, if at all, in the current 
political dialogue one result of 
President Nixon’s re-election would 
cast a long shadow on an indefinite 
future. In another four years Mr. 
Nixon 
would 
in 
all probability 
remake the Supreme Court of the 
United States in, if he holds to his 
belief in “ strict constructionist,” 
his own image. 
That he could carry Congress for 
his party in the event of his re- 
election in November is unlikely. By 
naming five or six justices to the 
high court he would dominate the 
third coordinate and independent 
branch of government. Already four 
Nixon judges, led by Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger, sit on the court. 
Three 
“ liberal” 
members out of the 
past survive. Given 
age and infirmity, 
one or more is like­ 
ly to be replaced in 
the 
coming 
four 
years. That would 
mean outright Nix­ 
on majority. 
Increasingly, the “ liberal” judges 
are in dissent and the court is 
moving in a more conservative 
direction. From within the court 
come unhappy rumblings about the 
new order. The Chief Justice is said 
to want to make the highest tribunal 
a personal court. 
Cited as evidence of this is his 
insistence when he is in the minority 
on assigning in conference the 
justice who will write the majority 
opinion. 
Traditionally 
over 
the 
years, when the chief is with the 
dissenters, the senior judge with the 
majority assigns the opinion writer. 
This may seem a small matter, but 
it 
touches 
the 
prerogatives of 
independence long a past of court 
tradition. 
An 
incident 
causing 
concern 
within the court seems to link the 
Chief Justice with President Nixon’s 
view that Congress can limit the 
scope of the courts in judicial 
review The court denied a hearing 
to the D.C. Federation of Civic 
Associations over the Three Sisters 
Bridge across the Potomac Kiver, 
long opposed by activist citizen

Burger

and it can be argued that he has 
hardly had time to shape up a new 
court.

Harrold Carswell to the court and 
the subsequent release of a White 
House list of possible nominees that 
included Sen. Robert C. Byrd of

Virginia 
was 
hardly

controversy over Abe F'ortas. 
Yet both admirers and critics of 
the now retired chief justice, Earl 
Warren, recollect the way in which 
he pulled the court together after his

Eisenhower in 1953. Warren’s deep 
conviction 
was 
the 
need 
to 
reactivate the amendments in the 
bill of rights adopted after the civil 
war as they related to justice for the 
minority race. He had been chief 
less than a year when a unanimous 
court declared unconstitutional the 
longstanding doctrine of “ separate 
but equal” in the public schools. 
Warren won the hatred of many, 
particularly in the south where 
“ impeach Earl Warren” billboards 
sprang up along the highways. 
He has divorced himself entirely 
from the court, spending a great 
deal of his time in seminars in law 
schools across the country. In the 
dedicatory address of the Seeley G. 
Mudd Law Building at Washington 
University in St. Louis he noted the 
growing trend toward suppression of 
civil rights and human liberties: 
“ The right of the press to publish 
is being attacked; the rights of 
association and of dissent are being 
questioned; 
detention without a 
warrant is being advocated; the 
rights of privacy in the home and in 
com m unications 
are 
being 
disregarded; the right against self - 
incrimination is being restricted; 
and the words ‘due process of law’ 
and ‘equal protection of the law’ for 
millions of minority citizens are in 
jeopardy.” 
That is a warning flag raised by 
one who has been through the wars 
and has emerged with a serene and 
courageous spirit.
